Washington, Doc. 19. — Secretary 
Hay has rect^ived partial responses 
from the governments of Great Brit- 
aln, Germany and Italy, respecting the 
^rotosal to arbitrate the Venesuelan 
difflculty. Great Britain Is ravorable 
to arbitration, with proper safe- 
ffoarda; Germany accepts arbitration 
la,.prlneiple, but flndi a multitude of 
noMll adjustments to be made before 
entering into the agreement; Italy, 
as the Junior partner of the allies, de- 
clares that she is favorable to arbi- 
^•tlon.,,)>ut, will lie ,^o|ind,j>r9babl]r 
brthe action of the Mialor partnen. 

TO secure these results, the Amer- 
ican embassies at London, Berlin and 
Rome have been working energetical- 
ly to carry out the Instructions of 
S«eretai7 Hay to ascertain how the 
prOpoMl would bo received. As far 
aa England is concerned, the safe- 
guards referred to are believed to re- 
late to the question of guarantee, 
wltkh la fall of dlffleultlee. In this 
oo^nectlon some consideration is 
agiln given to the feasibility of the 
assumption of reaponBlbility for any 
award assessed against Venesufla by 
reaponaible i^rlyate aceaotea^tbat the 
United States government is deter- 
mined not to allow itself to be drawn 
loto the position of :t guarantor in 
this, case, for the precedent once es- 
tablished, might require the United 
States to become the Onandal baclier 
of all South and Central America. 
However, If juiviitr roneems can be 
Induced to enter the field the United 
States government will do what it can 
to reduce their risks. Secretary Hay, 
Sir Michael Herbert, the British am- 
bassador, and Senator Depew were in 
conference and It is suspected that 
thla phase of the case was touched 
apon, although ao confirmation can 
be had at this time. 

The German position presents the 
greatest difficulties, for not only does 
it involve a demand for apologies, 
which are extremely 

Repugnant to Venexuela, 
but also presents so many points .re- 
quiring adjustment that it is evident 
that many days, perhaps weeks, must 
alapse before the adjustment can be 
allaoted and the case prepared, for ar- 
bitration. And the danger of delay in 
the face of a blockade which serious- 
ly cripples neutral commerce and in- 
TiAas hostile ooUlBlons with the Vene- 
soelans cannot ba oToiseitimated. 
The efforts of the United States, 
therefore, must be 
hastening Germany's 
arbitration proposal, 
■itkm li, of course, 
thaa that of the other alllea. The 
Italian ambassador here, -in his Inter- 
course with the state deiiartnient, has 
been extremely moderate and consid- 
erate, giving SMrataiy JEIay the im- 
pression 'ihat he is Vfll 4ti^sed to 
second any effort of tka 'lAlltad^Mates 
to terminate the present dantaroua 
situation. ( 

The Frfoali lo w aaat has served 
notice that without abating her claim,

not ask Venezuela to give preferential 
treatment to French claims, but only 
treatment equal to that which the oh- 
er powers may receive through their 
recourse to force. This applies only 
to claims which have arisen since 
1899, previous claims having been 
submitted to arbitration. Concerning 
recent claims France first ottered to 
pannit Yeaesvela eoarts to pass apon 
thetii, but since Germany and Great 
Britain exi>oft to secure preference 
by the adoption of forcible collection, 
the French charge d'affaires has now 
been ordered to inform Venesuela 
that France expects the same ad- 
vantag'^K in the adjustment of claims 
as Verezuela grants to Germany and 
Great Britain. This is not intended 
as a coercive measure, but only to se- 
sure for France equal treatment with 
the other powers. 

It was ascertained that the French 
government later had received detail- 
ed advices, showing the American po- 
sltlon to be favorable to the accept 
ance of arbitration and opposing s pa- 
cific blockade. It was si^id by officials 
iaere that the American attitude to- 
ward* ^ piMstSo blockade was the same 
as that asserted by Great Britain 
when France sought to close tii« 
ports of Formosa against the flee 
trade. French policy since then had 
been firmly opposed to pacific block- 
ades. Although such a policy had not 
yet been formally announced It was 

applicable to Venezuela.

Hay's Work Approved. 

Washington, Dec. 19. — Secretary 
Hay laid before the cabinet meeting 
the latest phases of the Venezuelan 
situation as shown by the correspond- 
ence he had had with our ambsssa- 
dos and the foreign offices at London, 
Berlin, and Ronae and also acquainied 
the members with the substance of 
the verbal exchanges which had tak- 
en place with the ambassadors from 
those capitals In Washington. After 
a thorough discussion of the situation, 
tbe cabinet gave its unqualified ap- 
proval to everything that had been 
done by Secretary Hay and also to 
hia plans for the future so far as they 
were outlined. It Is gathered that the 
attitude of th« United States Is for 
the present a waiting one in the hope 
that the. three, allies will soon be able 
to agree upon, the basts upon which 

they are willing to accept arbitration.

Italy Informed. ^ 

Rome, Dec. 19. — Ambassador M^yer 
visited Foreign Minister FrInettI at 
tbe foreign offlce and communicated 
to him , a cable .message from Secrt^ 
tary Hay, sajrlng.the latter was dis- 
posed to the Investment of Minister 
Bowen with full powers to settle the 
Venezuelan controversy if agreeable 
to Germany, Great Britain and Italy.

Goveromeat of Venecnela, It Is Said, 

Win Not Be Consulted. 

London, Dec. 19. — Great Britain has 
sent a reply to the United .States in 
regard to the suggestion that the Ven- 
esuelan question should be submitted' 
to arbitration. The tenor of the re- 
ply, it is said, will tend to bring about 
some effort for a satisfactory solution, 
while thoroughly safeguarding the in- 
terests of the powers oonoerned. . 

Tbe note announcing that Great 
Britain had sent a reply to the Unit- 
ed States is as follows: "The state- 
ments issuing from Caracas to the 
effect that President Castro has em- 
powered Jllslster Bonten to act as the 
representative of Venezuela, are re- 
garded in London as open to question. 
Any such action on the part of Presi- 
dent Castro would be considered 
wholly beside the mark. The powers 
concerned will deal solely with the 
United States In the matter of arbitra- 
tion. The government of Venezuela 
will not be consulted in any form, not 
even as ^to the terms on which arbi- 
tration might be acceptable to the 
powers."

London, Dec. 19.— 'The owners of 
the British steamer Topaz, which was 
seized by a nob of Vepqsuelaas at 
Port Cabelio Dec. 10. reeulting in the 
bombardment of the forts there by 
the fleets of the allied powers, have 
reoeived a eable message announcing 
her safe arrival at Gienfuegos, Cuba. 



Scranton, Pa., Dec. 19. — Chairman 
Gray, when the strike commission 
opened its session, recalled thy inci- 
dent of Wednesday, when the accur 
acy of the wage statements of two 
men employed by the Pennsylvania 
Coal company was questioned. The 
laWyers fur the miners challenged the 
good faith of the general managers of 
tbe compaay aad Chairman Gray said 
that If the coBipaBy eould not show 
how many men figured In the wages 
handed to the commission it might 
shake the faith of the oommissiod in 
the wage statement. Chairman Gray 
said that he has siaoe been informed 
that the auditor of the company noti- 
fied one of the assistant recorders 
when figures were handed in that the 
company was unable to give In all 
cases the exact number of man shar- 
ing in the earnings. The chairman 
said he did not wish to convey the 
Impression that the commission im- 
pugned the good faith of the company. 

The first wltnoap ,]w«s George W. 
Bowen, formerly a ailner, bat now a 
coal inspector. Nothing new was 
brought out by bis testimony. 

The lawyers for the non-union men 
then oalled Jaass BUas of Seranton, 
who testified that an attempt was 
made to blow up his house. The 
building was considerably damaged 
and his wife wa« beaten by the wives 
of strikers. Counsel for tbe non 
unton men thea sabmttted lls^i of 
bogrcotts against merchants la and 
about Wllkesbarre, which, counsel 
claim v.vri'. Instlfated by the striking 
mine workers. 

Biiht witnesses, all of thess aon- 
uqlon men, testified to the methods 
pursued by strikers during the sus- 
pension. One man said a union min- 
er attempted to blow up his bouse, 
aod another said he was beaten ana 
waa threatened with a ducking in the 
river if he did not stop work. Anoth- 
er said his boy was laid off by the 
druggist he was working for, because 
the druggist waa warned his place 
would be boycotted if he did not dis- 
miss the boy, and another man who 
was not a mine worker, said he was 
mistaken for a non-union man and 
beaten so badly that he was laid up 
for two months. Testimony was also 
given that boycotts of all kinds, in- 
timidation, and violence was com- 
mitted by the strikers. 

Doctor Lerena's Latoet Cllnle. 

New York, Dec. 19.— The latest 
clinic held by Dr. Lorenz in this city 
was entirely successful in Its results. 
So great wu the crowd of parents 
with crippled children present, that 
have a score of policemen had to be 
called to l eeii order in the halls and 
corridors -i the Cornell university 
medical college, in which Institution 
the operations west performed. Three 
of the patients treated were sufferers 
from congenital dislocation of the 
hip, and the fourth operation was up- 
on a girl whose feet were dubbed. 
This case, Dr. Loreas deaeribed as 
the worst he had seen in a child. 
When the stretching and kneading of 
the foot was over, the doctor raised 
the child in his hands and set her on 
her feet With the mere pressure vf 
his finger and thumb he set both feet 
fiat and straight, and cheer after 
cheer broke out as the complete suc- 
cess of operation was demonstrated 

Won't Permit the Fight. 
Lansing, Mich., Dec. 1S>. — Governor 
A. T. Bliss will not permit the Mo^ 
Govem-Corbett fight which was to 
have been held In Detroit next nl&nt^ 
before the Metropolitan Athletic club, 
as had been planned. He wrote to 
Sheriff Dickson of Wayne county, 
calling his attention to the law on the 
subject and telling him that he ex- 
pected him as sheriff to see that the 
fight was not held in Detroit. In the 
letter, the governor calls the sheriff's 
attention to the decisions of the su- 
preme court agaJoet fights in Michi- 
gan, and tells hint that If h« needs 
assistance to preheat the flffht ha will 
give it to him.

Washington. Dec. 19. — The house 

committee on interstate commerce or 
dered a favorable report on the de- 
partmeut of commerce bill. Tbe vote 
on reporting it stood five to three. 
Tha provision for including the, b» 
reau oT labor In the new department 
was retained on a tie vote. 

The bill as it will come from the 
house oomailttee will embrace withia 
tbe proposed department o( oop^ 
merce the light houee board, the 
light hoard service, national bureau 
of standards, coast and geodetic sur- 
vey, bureau of immigration, fish com- 
mission, bureau of statistics of the 
treasury department, bureau of foreign 
commerce of the state department 
fur seal and salmon fisheries, bureau 
of labor and census and three new 
bureaus — insurance, manufacturers 
and corporations. 

The provision and duty of the pro- 
posed bureau of corporations Is undei 
the direction of the secretary of com- 
merce, to gather, compile, publlab 
and supply uaefal . Information oo» 
cemlng corporations engaged In in- 
terstate or foralfnwmmerce. 

Cuban Treaty. 

Washington, Dec. 19.— The presi- 
dent has concluded that it will not 
be necessary to send the Cuban reci- 
procity treaty to the house of repre' 
sentatives. It Is paid that the house 
may satisfy itself by passing upon 
the reciprocity proposition incidental 
to the consideration of some legisla- 
tion which will be necessary to give 
effect to the treaty, though that docu- 
ment will be ratified solely by the 
senate if ratified at all in Washington. 

Elastie Currsncy Systsm. 

Washington, Dec. 19.— Former Sec- 
retary Gage and John H. Rhoades, 
chairman of the finance committee ol 
tbe New York Chamber of Commerce, 
called upon the presidsnt to present 
to liim resolutions recently adopted 
by the Chamber of Commerce In ad- 
vocacy of a more elastic currency 
system. President Roosevelt cordially 
received them, but did not indloats 
what 'his attitude regarding the reso* 
lutlons would be.

Csar QraniB Amnssty to Students. 

St. Petersburg. Doc. 19.— Tho c/ar 
has granted amnesty to the students 
who were banished for rlotinR on his 
name day. He telegraphed to the 
minister of the Interior as follows: 
"Let the students who were banished 
for creating disturbances return from 
Siberia. Though tliey should 'toot for 
the present be allowed to live in 
towns where there are high s<diools. 
esre must nevertheless be taken that 
the young men on their return bo en- 
trust. .i to the keeping of thidr fara- 
iliea, as surroundings will familiarise 
them with order." The telegran, 
which is equivalent to an Imperial de- 
cree, pardons 69 students exiled to 
Siberia, in addition to the 92 students 
previously pardoned. 

Ohio Miners Elect. 
Columbus, Dec. 19. — The miners of 
Ohio by referendum, have re-aomlaati 
ed their three fulBetpal affleera to 
serve during the wsnlag year. The 
nominations in this Instance are al- 
most equivalent to re-elecfion, as th« 
convention of miners which meets 
here tai January, wiU sftoply aaao- 
tlon tbe action of the various locals. 
The three ofllcers are: William H. 
Hasklns, president; Dennis H. Sulli- 
van, vice president, and 0. W. Savage, 
secretary treasurer.
